Hi Liz, 

I got your voicemail message. Thank you for returning my phone call. This area 
has been a chronic problem location for the past few years now and it is getting 
worse. There have been 4 fires there this year which are a huge risk to everyone 
in the area as well as many other issues. 

Transients constantly break the locks on the CalTrans gates that are located next 
to the recycling center adjacent to the underpass and the gate adjacent next to 
6025 Ernest Ave. in order to access the embankment area to set up more 
encampments and to break into the CalTrans storm water collection basin to steal

water and to bathe completely naked in their as well. They are also tapping 
Caltrans wiring from the area as well. 

Over the past 6 months, transients have been wandering into the neighborhood 
and causing problems. Transients are vandalizing vehicles, being 415 and 
disturbing residents, under the influence of narcotics, and one even tried to break 
into residences in the morning which generated a 459 hot prowl call. 

They are destroying the neighborhood and city and state property and residents 
in the area fear for their safety since transients are going into their yards and 
trying access their residences. I have attached pictures of the current state of the 
encampments. As you can see, the entire south side wall is covered with graffiti 
and burn marks from the fires. 

The service request numbers that I have from the beginning of the year are 
these: 1/27/20: 1-1541127171 2/26/20: 1-1563510001 and 4/30/20: 
1-1612205771. There are more open service requests for the area on Myl_A311 
as well. 

I understand homelessness is not a crime, but vandalism, trespassing, theft and 
attempt burglary are. And the safety of residents is a top priority as well. 

Thank you for your time regarding this matter and I look forward to coming up 
with a solution to this chronic, ongoing issue.
